Early newspaper reports on the serious 
boating accident on Lake Marie, having been 
taken from the Lake County Sheriff Dept.'s 
accident report, failed to mention there were 
several heroes involved in saving the lives of 
the five victims of the accident. 
— When— the— speedboat— driven_by_AIex_ 
Tomalonas, 25, Cicero, struck the pontoon 
boat driven by Charles Py, 20, Antioch, all 
five people on the Py boat were thrown into- 
the water. According to the police report, 
Tomalonas said that the Py boat had no 
navigating lights. 

Witnesses at the scene and Kim Martin, a 
friend of Py, who had missed being on the 



boat by minutes, stated that the boat did 
have its lights on when it was struck at -2 
a.m.. 

According to Capt. David Heath and other 
members of the Antioch Rescue Squad, one 
of the passengers on the Py boat, Glenn Lear- 
mont, 22, Antioch, although sustaining a 
serious head injury himself, was responsible 
for getting Py, Chris Morsr20,-Schaumburg, 
and Voliing, all with bleeding injuries, back 
to the. temporary safety "of the boat.

"Information provided by 
study will hel p identif y fac- 
tors that can influence our 
chances- of getting cancer 
and other diseases including 
practices with possible 
preventive effects. . Then 
we'll be able to develop 
programs to help people 
follow lifestyles that 
minimize cancer risks", she 
said.
